"THE BAPTISM OF JESUS" 

Matthew 3:13-17; Luka 3:21-22 

Which came first, the water or the Holy 
Spirit? 

I have tried for more than two years to 
find Ihe reason tor the fact that there arc so 
few professing Christians In the great moun- 
tain area. Among nineteen counties around us 
in which there are five hundred and fifty thou- 
sand people, only one in twelve is a member 
of any Christian Church, while the average 
in America is perhaps more than five times 
t his number. Why is this? 1 believe that we 
can find the answer in this lesson. Let us read 
and think together prayerfully. 

When Jesus was baptised, did he wait for 
the feeling? Let us look at tl e Word of God, 
both in Matthew and in Luke, in which we 
find accounts of the Baptism of Jesus, In each 
instance the Holy Spirit is said to have been 
given AFTER JESUS HAD BEEN BAPTISED.” 

Now, the "reeling of forgiveness", which has 
been sought by many thousands BEFORE they 
take their stand for Christ, confessing Him to 
be their personal Saviour, in thousands of cases 
NEVER comes! Whis is this? Is it not simply 
because the person who waits for this feeling 
has not taken God at His Word, accepting the 
forgiveness that is freely offered in the Gospel? 

We are not told that Jesus waited for “a 
feeling” to be baptized. He went to John to be 
baptized because it became him to “fulfill all 
righteousness.” This means that he took the 
LAW upon his shoulders, tho he was the Son 
of God. and “being found fashioned as a man. 
became obedient unto Death, even the death of 
the Cross.” If Jesus had waited for the Holy 
Spirit to have come into his heart, to give him 
the “feeling”, ho would probably never have 
received the Holy Spirit, Who came in the 
bodily form of a dove and rested upon him, 
AFTER the acceptance of water baptism at the 
hands of John. 

Which is the more important, the Baptism 
by water or the Baptism by the Spirit? John

Police officers still are en- 
titled to deduct ordinary and 
necessary business expenses on 
their Federal income tax re- 
turns, Wm M Gray, District 
Director of Internal Revenue 
emphasized today. 

This is true, he said, even 
though a recent law repealed 
the $5 a day tax exemption 
on statutory subsistence allow- 
ances received by some police 
officers 

Mr. Gray said police officers 
may deduct, directly from gross 
income on page 1 of Form 1040 
expenses for travel, meals, and 
lodging while away from home 
overnight and local transporta 
tion expenses incurred on the

Last week I was working on an extra job on my own 
time and City Manager Hobert Wooton found out about it by 
some means, and fired me from my job of nineteen years. 
With the exception of Hobert Wooton, I have had no trouble 
with the city officials, at any time. 

Commissioner Feltner has tried to help me and to pre- 
vent my salary being out, but as per usual he was outvoted by 
the other Councilman. 

My phone number is North 310 and I am now available 
for those sewer jobs twenty-four hours per day now.

Slum Clearance and City Planning 



The progress which has come to this com- 
munity since the flood, as we have stated time 
and time before, has been little short of pheno- 
minal Urban renewal . . . slum clearance . . . 
another city parking lot in prospect . . . repair 
of the Walkertown and High Street bridges 
We could list others. 

Now, another step forward is in prospect 
for the community if the voters of Hazard so 
desire it. We refer to the sewage treatment 
plant, which can become a reality provided a 
revenue bond issue is approved by voters in 
November. 

One objection to the bond issue which has 
already been raised involves the clause “un- 
limited taxation," which will appear on the bal- 
lot . In brief, the two words pledge the financial 
integrity of the people of Hazard to pay off the 
bonds in the event revenue from the sewage 
plant will not retire the debt. Present thinking 
at city hall is that the revenues will suffice 
debt and no further taxes will be needed. Why 
revenue bonds’’ The interest rate is lower 

Taxes, however, are rather irrelevant to what 
is involved here. If you buy a new car, you're 
expected to pay for it The game goes for a new 
coat— a hat — a home, a toy. Nothing comes free 
these days, except in cereal packages. 

The same is true of a sewage plant. It must 
be paid for. 

But even this is not the crux of the issue. 
Simply stated. Hazard voters will be asked this 
November whether they want the conveniences 
of the 20th Century for their city.

Every Man In Alcatraz 
Was Once A Boy . . . 

No man who ever lived was born to be bad 
— not Cain or Capone, not Herod Hitler, not 
vagrant, liar, or thief, not addict or morals of- 
fender, not gambler, forger or killer. Physical 
weaknesses can be inherited, but not moral 
ones; to suggest otherwise is to absolve from 
blame any man who ever violated the laws of 
his land or his Creator. 

It’s been said with great truth that there’s 
no such thing as a bad boy — and yet every 
man in Alcatraz was once a boy. 

What is it, then, that turns a good boy 
into a bad man? 

In a sense it’s his legs. As they lengthen, 
they begin to take him father and farther from 
home. They separate him from whatever degree 
of discipline and guidance he’s known, and put 
him increasingly “on his own." For the first 
time since his first breath of life, they begin 
to expose him to the tempeitations, fears and 
frustrations he’ll encounter until his last one. 

A boy’s body grows faster than his mind. 
If he can find a decent environment from home, 
if he can be given something worthwhile to 
occupy his time until his brain catches up with 
his body, there’s a far greater chance that a 
good boy will become a good man. 

That’s the philosophy of scouting. During 
the, past 47 years, the Boy Scouts of America 
have laid hold of milbons of our boys at this 
crucial crossroads stage of their lives, and by 
developing courage and moral stamina have 
made it easier, for the rest of their lives, for 
them to resist the things they know are wrong. 
Scouting gives a boy an honorable and worth- 
while objective, and teaches him how to co- 
operate as well as how to compete in achieving 
it. It makes him realize that within himself he 
has the power of accomplishment, and builds 
his self-respect. It gives him a chance to be 
recognized by others for the time and effort 
he puts into achievement. It starts him off with 
a pledge which no other ambition can surpass 
— “ON my honor, I will do my best to do my 
duty to God and my Country . . .’’ 

No parent, no minister, no teacher, can 
ever be sure that their influence on a boy un- 
failingly will make him a good man. In walk- 
ing to manhood with a boy, all any adult can 
do is the same thing that the Boy Scout pledges 
— his best. But millions of parents rest easier, 
day and night, because they know that in the 
Boy Scouts of America they have a strong ally 
also doing its skillful best to help their boys 
become good men.

Mountains Still Echo the Legends ot "Bad John" Wright, Who Some Say, Killed 30

The pages of Kentucky histories are 
filled with description of famous and in- 
famous characters whose exploits have 
provided exciting conversation and read- 
ing for generations since the last physical 
frontiers of Kentucky were removed and 
the populace settled down to a fairly quiet 
existence. 

One of those infamous characters was 
Letcher County’s “Bad John” Wright, who, 
according to legend, killed 30 men, threat- 
ened an author’s life for putting him in 
ane of his books, hunted cattle rustlers, 
traveled with a circus and on one occasion, 
in his “line of duty” as a law officer, lined 
up several prisoners and shot them into a 
pit that served as their grave. 

Eastern Kentuckians have often won- 
dered just how true these tales were, and 
even today as old timers sit about the stove 
in little rural stores, “Bad John’s” name 
occasionally enters the conversation. 

In an effort to at least partially shed 
some light on the man’s dubious but color 
ful career, we now turn to a ragged copy 
of a 12-page magazine, “The Vagabond 
Gazette,” published in 1930 at Big Laurel, 
Virginia. That issue of the Gazette carried 
a feature story by Helena Scott of Wise, 
Virginia entitled "The Real John Wright.” 
Miss Scott visited the fabled feudist at his 
home to get her story. 

Lived At Pound 

Born near Neon, "Bad John” was 89 
at the time Miss Scott went to see him. He 
lived on Pound Mountain in Virginia in a 
modest log house with a new porch She 
mentions feeling somewhat “awe-stricken” 
as she walked down the path to the man’s 
rustic home on the Pound. She intended 
to affirm or refute some of the tales told 
about Wright. 

According to her article, the author 
that legend says Wright threatened was 
John Fox, Jr., who wrote ’The Little Shep- 
herd of Kingdom Come," and "The Trail 
of the LOMBOflM Pine.” Fox report idly 
promised Wright he would not include a 
character similar to Wright in his book, 
but exploits of a man called “The Red Fox” 
in the letter book are strikingly similar to 
some attributed to “Bad John.” 

And then there was supposely the oc- 
casion when a mob in Letcher County was 
about to scare the Letcher county judge 



out of holding a scheduled court, but 
Wright quelled the men with a confident 
statement: “Your honor, you can go on 
with the court — I’ll be around awhile.” 

Was Rebel and A Yankee 

Another interesting fact of a fascinat- 
ing man that, unlike most of the rumors, 
is substantiated, is his role in the Civil 
War. If Wright was 89 when Miss Scott’s 
article appeared in 1930, then he was born 
in 1841, making him between 20-24 years 
of age during the War. 

Author Scott reports, “He told us that 
he had fought on both sides in the Civil 
War — was both a Rebel and a Union pri- 
vate. Have you noticed the bad eye? That 
is his souvenir of the War. He fought in a 
battle near Crane’s Nest where the road 
comes into the Coeburn highway. He stay- 
ed in the Union prison at Columbus, Ohio, 
for many days. He mentioned several com- 
rades who died there.” 

In a less violent phase of his career, 
no one seems to know in exactly in what 
capacity Mr. Wright served John Robin- 
son’s Circus, but he did travel with the 
entertainers some, and when the circus 
in later years came anywhere near the 
Wright’s home, he always got a free pass 



to the show. 

Worse Rumors Unconfirmed 

The other, more lurid stories about 
the mountaineer go unconfirmed, and 
from reading Miss Scott’s article, "Bad 
John” did not impress her as bad at all. 
She thought that such a kind-natured and 
soft-spoken man as she found on Pound 
Mountain that day was incapable of the 
brutality the man allegedly was guilty of. 

Writer Scott said she "wished to write 
with fairness, unswayed by the glamour 
that has surrounded John Wright . . . Con- 
ditions after the Civil War were such that 
it was necessary for men to protect their 
lives and property. If John Wright killed 
any men (and he certainly did not kill thir- 
ty) you may be sure that he thought he had 
to.” 

So the observation and opinion of a 
lady writer who had the rare experience 
of meeting the fabled man face-to-face 
would contradict many of the stories told 
of “Bad John” Wright, stories that no 
doubt many even want to believe yet be- 
cause of the historic romance they hold, 
but stories that, for honesty’s sake, must 
be considered only for what they are 
worth. 




Gentleman or Killer?
